Austria’s Paper Exports 


The inland paper consumption of Austria is about one-third of 
the total present production, leaving a large proportion available 
for export purposes. Almost all kinds of paper are exported, espe- 
cially news print paper, writes John F. Simons, with the American 
mission, Austria, in rolls and wood-free writing paper. Wood pulp 
and cellulose are also exported. The importation of Austrian paper 
is restricted by most of the neighboring countries to such an ex- 
tent that permits are necessary, but as these are now not difficult 
to obtain there is not much hindrance in the way of exporting to 
near-by markets. The exporting is done either directly or through 
export firms. The principal markets are Italy and France for 
wood pulp and cellulose, and Hungary, Rumania, Bulgaria, Greece, 
and Asia Minor for paper. The natural outlet for the export trade 
to the Orient before the war was through Trieste. At present, al- 
though Trieste has become a free port and is now open to Austrian 
trade, this route has not yet consolidated itself, but most of the 
exporting is done over the Danube water route or via Genoa and 
Venice. Paper is usually shipped in full wagonloads of from 10 to 
15 tons. 

A certain obstacle in the way of paper exportation lies in the levy 
on paper for export purposes, which amounts to from 7 to 12 
per cent of the valuation of the exportation. This levy will be 
more and more left as the cost of paper production in Austria ap- 
proaches the world parity mark. As the need for paper in the sur- 
rounding countries has greatly decreased in the last few months 
owing to business depression, the Austrian paper industry is coming 
daily into a more difficult position. The problem of transportation 
has also greatly increased as compared with pre-war times.

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IODINE SOLUTIONS IN PAPER MICROSCOPY 


G. Wisspar. TRANSLATED By C. J. WEST 


Wisbar, writing in the Mitteilungen aus dem Materialpriifungs- 
amt, 1920 (reprinted in Papier-Zeitung 46, No. 24, 1098), says: 
The reagent most commonly used in the microscopic testing of 
paper is zinc chloro-iodide. By means of this solution, paper fibers 
may be divided into three classes or groups: red violet (rags), blue 
violet (chemical pulp) and yellow (lignified fibers). In general the 
formation of these colors depends upon how completely the moisture 
has been expressed from the lumps of fibers. The citron yellow 
color of the mechanical pulp develops with sufficient clearness only 
when the paper mass is still wet, while the color of the chemical 
pulp under these conditions appears as a pale blue. There are dif- 
ficulties, therefore, in the examination of a mixture of mechanical 
and chemical wood pulp. A correct color relation is specially im- 
portant in the microscopic evaluation of mixtures of this kind. If 
the color developed by the wood pulp is too deep and that of the 
chemical pulp too pale, then the latter is underestimated, while 
with a pale color for the mechanical pulp and a darker color for 
the chemical pulp, the reverse is the case. 

Similar conditions exist, of course, for mixtures of rag and 
chemical pulp. If the pulp is too moist, the color distinction dis- 
appears, that is, both appear as red violet; the same is true if the 
pulp is too dry, when both appear to have a blue-violet color. In 
all these cases the most suitable degree of moisture in the fibres 
must be carefully determined. 


Desirable to Secure Permanent Color 


In the examination of wood pulp there is a further disadvantage 
in that the citron-yellow color often disappears after a short time 
or changes into a dirty greenish color. Because of this it is de- 
sirable to secure not only a more easily obtained color but also 
one that is more permanent. It is specially important to have a 
darker tone in the examination of wood pulp, that is, one which 
will correspond more closely to the intensity of the blue violet of 
the chemical pulp and the wine red of the rag pulp than does the 
pale yellow formed by the use of zinc chloro-iodide. Such a color 
(which at the same time is rather permanent) is obtained by the 
use of iodine-potassium iodide and glycerol-sulphuric acid. This 
reagent is suitable for the examination of wood pulp, but does not 
give a sufficient characterization of chemical or rag pulp to permit 
its use in differentiating these two. 

In many cases malachite green followed by the application of 
zinc chloro-iodide renders good service. With a mixture of wood 
pulp and completely digested chemical pulp, one obtains suitable 
color variations, green and blue violet. The cellulose in wood 
containing papers is usually so mixed with lignin, however, that 
a part of the cellulose fibers are colored green and the method is 
of no value. 


Use of Other Solutions 


The improvement in the color of the fibers, as mentioned above 
may be easily secured by using other solutions, rich in iodine, which 
color the mechanical pulp in any desired way and finally using 
zinc chloro-iodide, which will color the rags and chemical pulp 
red-violet or blue, while the mechanical pulp will retain its color. 
Among such solutions may be listed tin chloro-iodide, aluminum 
chloro-iodide, and calcium chloro-iodide, which, in addition to zinc 
chloro-iodide, have been proposed in botany as reagents for cellulose. 
In addition to these mercury chloro-iodide and the solution used in 
paper microscopy, iodine-potassium iodide, the latter diluted with 
water to four volumes, are suitable for improving the color of the 
mechanical wood pulp. 

One first moistens the fiber lump upon the object glass with dilute 
glycerol, then adds several drops of one of the solutions named 
above, removes this with a bit of blotting paper, adds several drops 


of zinc chloro-iodide solution, and finally covers the preparation 
with the cover glass. The colors obtained correspond about to 
those with zinc chloro-iodide alone, that is one obtains the colors 
mentioned at the beginning of the article. The gold of the lignified 
fibers is darker, however, than that from zinc chloro-iodide alone, 
and certainly much more stable, since it is permanent for several 
hours, and under some circumstances, much longer. The chemical 
wood pulp has, in general, a reddish-violet tone, as opposed to the 
color of straw pulp, which is usually a rather pure blue. If the 
former is too light, it may be increased by the use of an additional 
drop of the zinc chloro-iodide solution, while if the straw pulp is 
colored too deeply, it may be reduced’ by diminishing the strength 
of the iodide solution with water. The preliminary treatment of 
the fiber with glycerol ensures the production of pure color tones; 
without its use they may be somewhat cloudy. 

These other iodine solutions may be used alone, that is, without 
subsequent treatment with zinc chloro-iodide, and in many cases 
the use is advantageous, as, for example, in the microscopic exam- 
ination of parchment paper, which consists of cotton and chemical 
wood pulp. The parchmentizing action has the effect of causing the 
cotton to give a blue color with zinc chloro-iodide (even with a 
solution which has been diluted with water) and thus the distinc- 
tion between the two fibers has disappeared. In addition to this, 
the cellulose lumps resulting from the parchmentizing action are 
colored an intense blue and cause the microscopic picture to appear 
cloudy. A clearer picture is obtained in preparations with tin 
chloro-iodide or with mercury chloro-iodide; the first reagent colors 
the rags red and the cellulose fibers blue, the blue color being spe- 
cially intense at certain spots, thus giving a spotted appearance to 
the fibers. With the latter reagent the rags are colored yellow 
while the cellulose fibers are colorless or bluish. A dilute solution 
of calcium chloro-iodide also permits of a very good differentiation 
(rags, yellowish, chemical pulp, cloudy red violet). These tests 
are confirmatory of the work on the microscopic examination of 
parchment paper carried out by Bartsch in 1917. 


Solutions for Examination of Rag Paper 


These solutions are also of value in the examination of certain 
rag papers, in which, because of the degree of beating, the deter- 
mination of the proportions of linen and cotton by the use of zinc 
chloro-iodide is difficult. By the use of a not too dilute solution 
of tin chloro-iodide or aluminum chloro-iodide, the long strips of 
the linen fibers may be brought out more clearly than with the use 
of the zinc salt. In any case it is wise not to use zinc chloro-iodide 
alone in such difficult examinations. 

The differentiation of straw in the presence of chemical wood 
pulp is carried out by the use of dilute calcium chloro-iodide (straw 
pulp, grayish blue, wood pulp yellowish red). Jenke’s magnesium 
chloro-iodide solution, proposed for this differentiation, is not as 
suitable for the identification of straw pulp, and besides it is more 
difficult to prepare the reagent. According to Selleger, calcium 
nitrate-iodide also gives a color difference between straw and wood 
pulp, but here again the chloride is the easier reagent to prepare. 

Finally tin chloro-iodide may be used to advantage in the micro- 
scopic determination of sulphite pulp. Klemm’s method for the dif- 
ferentiation of soda and sulphite pulps is based upon the occurrence 
of rosin-containing cells in sulphite pulp and the absence of these 
cells in the soda pulp. To recognize this element (cell), Klemm 
used a Sudan (dye) solution, which colors the interior of the cell 
red. The yellow color of the contents, produced by zinc chloro- 
iodide, is less suitable, because of the dark blue color of the tra- 
cheids. Tin chloro-iodide, however, brings out these cells more 
clearly, since the tracheids are colored only a pale blue.

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CONDITIONS OF EUROPEAN PAPER AND PULP TRADE 


By Dr. ArTHUR KLEIN, SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL. 


There is no doubt about it, the European market is broken 
down. We calculated before the big war a yearly increase of 
the world’s paper consumption of about 5 per cent. After the 
war we thought, as very few paper mills and pulp mills had been 
built during the war, the old mills would have a brisk business 
and could run at their full capacity. At first it seemed this 
idea was correct. Everybody wanted to get rid of cash and. to 
get goods instead of money. Well, many succeeded in getting 
rid entirely of their money when prices broke down because 
the general demand broke off. 

As we Europeans believe in doing things thoroughly, we are 
discussing the reason why this happened. I must acknowledge 
I do not read the several hundreds of books and pamphlets 
written in all European languages about these matters but I 
believe in one explanation: 


Russia Isolated from World 


Russia is cut off by the “blessings” of bolshevism from the 
rest of the world—not theoretically but practically—Poland, 
Germany, Austria, Hungary, Czechoslovakia and the Balkan 
States, including the new States in the North of Europe—Finland, 
Esthonia, etc., have such a low exchange that they cannot afford 
to buy goods on the world’s market paying in gold for goods 
coming from countries with a sound exchange. This means about 
300-350 million Europeans customers less compared with pre-war 
conditions. It seems quite natural we cannot afford to lose 
such a trade or to lose a great part of it. It is therefore not 
astonishing many a mill is idle because of want of orders. Now 
it does look like getting back all the trade we lost through the 
after-war complications in a very short time and therefore we 
cannot believe in the stabilization of the world’s market in gen- 
eral. I do not speak of our special industry but of conditions 
in general. The pulp and paper industry in Europe is today, to 
a certain limit, depending not only on the home market but also 
on the American market. 

I have been traveling a good deal this Spring and Summer 
all over Europe and I could see how American inquiries stim- 
ulate the market. I have been ‘in Italy and Switzerland in 
the Spring and I saw: an improving of the Italian exchange in 
Milan of ca. 8 per cent in one day because there were rumors 
about U. S. A. and Southern American orders being placed with 
Italian mills. I heard later of. German artificial: silk mills, which 
are consumers of bleached sulphite, also belonging indirectly to 
our industries, getting American orders and running full speed. 
The same happened a few weeks ago when Scandinavian news 
mills secured American orders. On the whole we can say Ger- 
man and Austrian mills are now running about full, a few of 
them making wrapping papers are worse off. The. same is true 
of Czechoslovakian mills. The paper production of Roumania, 
Greece, Turkey, Serbia and Bulgaria was insufficient before the 
war and remained so. Now there is a movement to start a 
larger paper industry in Serbia, where a big paper mill is to 
be built near Belgrade by German engineers in connection with 
Serbian bankers, and a similar project is on foot for erecting 
a new modern mill in Bulgaria. Hungary has lost all its paper 
mills, only one old-fashioned and small mill is left, but it has 
no raw material and therefore cannot operate. 


French Market Improving 


The French market was very low on account of the political 
complications but improved the last fortnight. The English mar- 
ket was low on account of the coal strike and the Irish question. 
There is a most remarkable improvement now, however, and 


it is thought English paper mills can assume their full pro- 
duction in the Autumn. 

The Scandinavian countries are exporters of large quantities 
of paper and pulp. It was thought first Sweden would be han- 
dicapped by the high exchange rate of the Swedish crown. But 
we see Finland, with the lowest exchange rate, is even worse 
off and the quantities exported during the last months do not 
depend at all on the exchange rate of the producing countries. 

According to the figures published by the Swedish official trade 
journal, Swedish mills produced in May 1,199 tons bleached and 
28,731 tons unbleached sulphite. The production January to May, 
amounted to 9,931 tons bleached and 147,928 tons unbleached sul- 
phite for sale and 46,640 tons for home consumption. Total 
output 204,499 tons against 345,000 tons normal production. Re- 
duction of output equal to about 40.6 per cent. 

Sulphate pulp produced for May was 259 tons bleached and 
3,652 tons unbleached, total production January-May of sulphate 
bleached and unbleached, was 44,813 tons. Reduction amounted 
to about 46.7 per cent of the normal output. 

Ground wood was produced January-May 78,900 tons wet, cor- 
responding to a reduction of 43%4 per cent of the normal production. 

Norwegian conditions are similar. 

At least one-third of the Scandinavian mills have shut down. 
This is a guarantee they will not flood the market as soon as 
conditions improve. 

What about prices?- J do not know whether people are op- 
timists or pessimists who think we will touch pre-war prices. 
However I do not believe this will happen in the very near 
future. The efficiency of labor is sc low in general and costs 
of Jabor saving machinery so high that very few mills could 
afford—if any of the Europeans—to work on a pre-war price basis. 
The Germans are well or bad off. They have such a low exchange 
that they cannot sell high-priced, however they try. As soon as 
this exchange question is settled, one or the other way, we will 
discuss the prices of the next future. 


IODINE IN PAPER MICROSCOPY

Aluminium chloro-iodide and tin chloro-iodide. These iodides are 
readily and rapidly prepared by dissolving 0.1 gram of iodine and 
0.5 gram potassium iodide in the smallest amount of water and 
adding a saturated solution of aluminium chloride or stannic chlo- 
ride of 50 degrees Baumé till the total volume is 10 cc. The liquids 
remain clear in both cases, and filtration is unnecessary. 

Calcium chloro-iodide may be prepared in the same way, but in 
this case it is necessary to filter through asbestos or glass wool. 
The filtrate is diluted with an equal volume of distilled water. The 
undiluted reagent solidifies on standing, though it is easily liquefied 
upon warming. A tin chloride solution of 50 degrees Bé. may be 
obtained commercially. Saturated aluminium or calcium chloride 
solutions are obtained by dissolving the commercial salt in large 
amounts in hot water and allowing the filtered solution to crystalize. 
Aluminium chloride does not crystallize as readily as calcium 
chloride and moisture should be excluded and crystals of the salt 
should be added as “seed.” 

Mercury chloro-iodide. 0.25 gram of iodine and 1.25 grams of 
potassium iodide are dissolved in a small volume of distilled water, 
and the volume made up to 13 cc. with saturated mercuric chloride 
solution. The resulting thick precipitate is filtered on asbestos. 
Mercuric chloride (sublimate) crystallizes very readily upon cool- 
ing a hot saturated solution, so that a saturated solution at room 
temperature is easily obtained.

I. P. CO. ISSUES STATEMENT 
DENYING STRIKE REPORTS 


Company Wishes It Clearly Understood That the Wages and 
Working Conditions Set Forth in This Statement to Its 
Employees Dated May 24 Are Positive and the Only 
Ones on Which the Company Will Employ or Re-employ 
Workmen in Its Manufacturing Plant—Unless Condi- 
tions Improve There Will Be No Object in the Company 
Starting More Than Two or Three of Its Other Mills. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

The International Paper Company in a statement to the press 
dated August 1 and signed by President Dodge clearly sets forth 
its policy toward its employees and what they may expect from it 
in the future. The statement reads as follows: 


Misleading Statements 


“So many contradictory and misleading statements are being cir- 
culated in connection with the resumption of manufacturing op- 
erations, with particular reference to the company’s attitude toward 
its former employees who may now or hereafter desire to again 
enter its employ, that it appears to be necessary to clear up this 
situation by a further statement of the facts. 

“We know that wide circulation is being given to statements that 
this company will consider the adoption of the wages determined 
by the arbitration proceeding now going on between the labor 
unions and a group of paper manufacturers. 

“There is absolutely no foundation for such statements, and it 
should be clearly understood that the wages and working conditions 
set forth in the company’s statement to its employees, dated May 
24, are positive, and the only ones on which the company will 
employ or re-employ workmen in its manufacturing plants. As 
a matter of fact, this industrial policy has been made a part of the 
mill operating rules and the permanent policy of this company and 
must be accepted by all who are or may become employees of the 
company. 


Policy Toward Former Employees 


“We believe nearly all of the former employees of the com- 
pany, now on strike, are good citizens and competent workmen, 
and, so far as there may be employment for them and they are 
willing to conform to the manufacturing rules of the company, 
there will be no objection to their re-employment, except such indi- 
viduals as shall have been guilty of an offense against the company 
or its property. The company’s policy has always been to give 
preference in employment to residents of the communities where its 
operations are carried on. 

“There are several important reasons why the men on strike 
cannot be given re-employment in a body at any one or all of the 
mills; the most important being that the demand for all grades of 
paper manufactured by this company is so slack at the present time, 
that the company could not undertake to operate all of its mills to 
full capacity. There is some question whether it could undertake 
to operate some of the higher cost mills at all, for which reason 
it has been necessary to instruct our mill managers and superin- 
tendents that should any considerable number of our former em- 
ployees apply for re-employment, they are to advise such employees 
to make application through the regular mill channels ‘the same 
as if seeking original employment. 

“The filing of an application for re-employment does not involve 
any obligation whatever on the person making the application other 
than being competent to do the work applied for and to observe the 
company’s rules, which are now in effect. It does not act as a stay 
in the re-employment of any men now on strike who may apply 





for work where the mill manager is at the time in a position to 
know that such help is needed at his mill. 

“Another, and perhaps the most important reason, and one which 
will continue, is that no matter what strike leaders or anyone else 
may claim to the contrary, we have already employed a large num- 
ber of competent men who will be continued in such employment. 
As time goes on this number will increase. Therefore, there will be 
many instances when the former employee cannot be given his for- 
mer position because of it being capably filled by another. 


Will Not Discharge Competent Help 


“We want it distinctly understood that competent men in our 
employ will not be discharged to provide re-employment for any 
of the men who went on strike and hope this advice at this time 
will serve to show that the men on strike have had fair notice of 
this policy on the part of the company. 

“This company is now operating its mills at Turners Falls, 
Mass.; Niagara Falls, New York; Wilder, Vermont; Piercefield, 
New York; Milton, Vermont, and Palmer, N. Y. All of the fore- 
going are operating to practically full capacity, except at Palmer, 
where operations have just been started. 

“Unless business conditions improve, there will be no object in 
the company making any effort to start more than two or three of 
its other mills, as their product will not be needed and cannot be 
sold at a profitable price.” 


Arbitration Board Completes Hearings 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Watertown, N. Y., August 1, 1921—The closing session of the 
paper industry arbitration board was held at the Black River Val- 
ley Club Saturday morning. For three weeks the board ‘has been 
gathering data from all the various paper mill towns effected by 
the labor agreements, excepting the International Paper Company 
points. While the hearings in this section have all been open to 
the press and public, the one at the club was executive. 

That the board has amassed volumes of testimony for considera- 
tion in arriving at a final decision as to wage scales and other. im- 
portant features, the exact facts shown by these records cannot 
be determined until all the material has been sifted. It is said, 
however, that while testimony as to prevailing living costs has 
been contradictory in every case, that when the commissioners de- 
vote themselves to reaching a just decision the prevailing living 
costs as determined by Federal or State investigation will be given 
careful consideration. 

The hearing Saturday consisted of a spréading on the minutes 
of certain data which sums up the situation in a general way, it is 
said. It is expected that this week the board will have the records 
in hand and will get down to the strenuous work of reaching a 
final decision, The meetings will probably be held in New York. 





Newton Falls Co. to Open Plant 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Watertown, N. Y., August 1, 1921—The Newton Falls Paper 
Company will open its plant at Newton Falls on or about September 
15 on the exclusive manufacture of book paper. The work of con- 
verting the plant from wrapping and specialties papers is now 
rapidly approaching perfection, and the new owners will soon obtain 
their paper supply from this mill. 

In speaking of the matter, President F. L. Moore said that very 
extensive improvements are being made. A new building has been 
erected, a new acid plant, new bleached sulphite equipment, super- 
calenders have been placed and new finishing equipment installed. 
Arrangements have been made with the Northern New York 
Utilities, Inc., to furnish whatever electric power is required above 
the present power facilities. 

The company is cutting 20,000 cords of wood this summer. The 
wood is now all peeled and being skidded ready for removal to the 
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Korsnas Sagverks A.-B.

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VALLEY PAPER MILL TO BUILD 
AT NEENAH, WIS., IN OCTOBER 


Company Is Incorporated for $1,500,000 and the New Plant, 
It Is Estimated, Will Cost $800,000—Two Paper Ma- 
chines Will Be Installed but Their Type, Size and Speed 
Have Not Yet Been Decided Upon—Strike at the Plant 
of the Rhinelander Paper Co. Which Has Been in 
Progress Since May Is Settled—Paper Mill Superin- 
tendents Meet at Marinette—Other Wisconsin News.

AppLeTon, Wis., August 2, 1921.—Construction of the new plant 
for the Valley Paper Mills, Wisconsin’s newest paper company, jis 
to start at Neenah in October, and the company expects to begin 
production in the fall of 1922, according to a statement by William 
F. Wolf, treasurer. Detailed plans for the plant will be com- 
pleted by September 1, and bids will be asked immediately after. 
It was estimated that the buildings, with equipment, will cost $800,- 
000. The company is incorporated for $1,500,000. 

Two paper machines are to be installed, but their type, size and 
speed has not been determined. A meeting of the directors is to 
be held August 15, when it is expected that a final decision will be 
reached. Emil Pohl, vice-president and general manager of the 
company and inventor of the processes to be used, will arrive in 
Neenah early in August to take charge of the work. 

The main building will be 680 feet long by 80 feet wide and 
from one and one-half to two and one-half stories high. It will 
be arranged so that the raw material is taken into a warehouse 
on the west end of the building and the finished material is de- 
livered at the east end. The warehouse will be an integral part 
of the main building, but will be 20 feet wider. Railroad tracks 
will run along two sides of the structure. 

Immediately east of the warehouse will be the rotary room, 80 
by 60 feet, connected with the beater room, 80 by 100 feet. Tenta- 
tive plans provide for eight beaters and washers, but the type and 
size has not been determined. The machine room is immediately 
east of the beater room and approximately in the center of the 
building. Two machines are to be installed at the start. One will 
be devoted entirely to the manufacture of grease-proof and glassine 
papers, and the other will make manifold and onion-skin papers. 
The paper will go to the calender room, 40 by 80 feet, and from 
there to the finishing room, which will be 80 feet wide by 150 feet 
long. ; 

Embossing machines, imported from Germany, will be installed 
in the finishing room. A large part of the company’s product will 
be embossed papers, used for wrapping candies, toilet articles, 
lingerie and similar articles. A finished stock warehouse is on the 
east end of the plant, 80 by 80 feet in size. 

Sufficient spring water of the finest quality is insured by the 
company’s location at Blair Springs. It has been found that nearly 
all the fountains in the Fox River valley produced water of too 
hard a guality to be suitable for the kind of paper to be manu- 
factured by the Valley company, but the Blair springs suits the 
company’s purpose admirably. A large reservoir is to be built 
around the spring. It is also planned to build a reservoir for 
river water below the level of the river. 

The boilers and engines are to be housed in separate buildings 
north of the paper mill. The boiler house will be 60 by 105 feet 
in size; and the engine room, 60 by 60 feet. The plant will be 
driven by steam and electricity. The company expects to purchase 
its electrical energy from a public utilities company. An office 
building also is to be erected, but the plans have not been made. 

According to Mr. Wolf, the sale of stock has been progressing 
satisfactorily. The company acquired title to its 17-acre site last 
week. 
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Sulphite pulp of high quality is to be used.

Last Paper Mill Strike Settled 


The last paper mill strike in Wisconsin was settled Saturday, 
when an agreement was reached by the Rhinelander Paper Com- 
pany and its employees, effective August 1. The strike had been 
in progress since May. Employees had declared it was a lockout, 
while employers said the men had been on strike. Settlement was 
reached through mediation of R. G. Knudsen, new member of the 
Wisconsin Industrial Commission. 

While terms of the agreement had not been made public, it was 
understood that the present wage scale will continue in effect and 
that all of the strikers, including the leaders in the revolt, will be 
taken back. 

The strike was started when the company announced a reduction 
in wages of 16% per cent. The mill was closed down for only a 
few days, when it resumed operations with several men who re- 
fused to remain on strike and with workers who took strikers’ jobs. 
The plant had been picketed and there was some disorder. The 
company secured an injunction against the strikers which com- 
pelled them to refrain from attacking employees. Several men 
were arrested charged with violation of this writ, following an 
attack on strike breakers. 


Superintendents Meet at Marinette 


One of the principal topics for discussion at the meeting of the 
northwestern division of paper mill superintendents at Marinette, 
August 1, was to be on means of inducing all superintendents to 
become members of the association. It was pointed out that hardly 
a superintendent in the Fox River valley is a member of the asso- 
ciation. None of the Appleton superintendents are members, it 
was said. 

Telulah Started for Brief Run 


One of the machines in the Telulah mill was started on a sample 
run a few days ago, but has been closed down again. The other 
machine has not been started, and it probably will be late in sum- 
mer or early in fall when it is put in commission. Construction 
work has been in progress at the mill since last fall. It had been 
planned to place it in operation in January, but business conditions 
did not warrant it and rebuilding was continued. 

Other mills of the Fox River company were closed down for a 
brief period to make repairs. 


Little Change in Business 


Mill men in Appleton see little change in business conditions, 
although there is some slight improvement. Numerous inquiries 
regarding prices are being received and it has been noticed that 
more of the inquiries are followed by small orders, which is re- 
garded as a hopeful sign. 


Tuscaloosa Planning Large Paper Plant 


Tuscatoosa, Ala., August 1, 1921—D. L. Rosenau, chairman of 
the industrial committee of the chamber of commerce, is greatly 
pleased at the quickness with which the citizens of Tuscaloosa sub- 
scribed the thousand dollars to pay for the preliminary survey of 
the amount of spruce nine there is above the city on the Warrior, 
looking to the erection of a paper mill in this city. Expert Forester 
Drolet has begun the survey, starting up the river in a launch 
that has been chartered for the purpose. The city of Tuscaloosa 
is very much in hopes that the report of Mr. Drolet will be favor- 
able. and that the big plant will be located on the river above the 
city,

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INTEREST IN CANADA AS TO 
AFFAIRS OF THE RIORDON CO. 


Believed That Both Sides Are Earnestly Endeavoring to Dis- 
cover a Solution that Will Permit the Company to Re- 
organize Its Affairs and Meet Its Obligations to the Fullest 
Possible Extent—Directors of the Wayagamack Pulp & 
Paper Co. Announce That the Company Contemplates No 
New Financing This Year—Big Losses Suffered by the 
Province of Quebec in the Recent Forest Fires. 


[From OUR enguLsn. CORRESPONDENT. } 

MontreaL, Que., August 1, 1921—The principal topic in the 
industry here this week has been the question as to the future 
of the Riordon Company. Following upon the news that the 
company has failed to raise all the new capital required, being 
only assured of some $3,000,000 out of the required $5,000,000, 
alarming reports went forth, causing the weakening of practi- 
cally every pulp and paper security on the market. This week 
there was a meeting in Montreal of the creditors with the bankers 
and directors interested, and at its close it was learned that a new 
plan of re-financing was in progress of development. Monday last 
was the day fixed upon by the creditors as the termination of 
the time the company was to be allowed in which to meet its 
obligations. The fact that the meeting brought out no definite 
statement as to any arrangements for a settlement one way or 
the other is generally taken as an indication that both sides are 
earnestly endeavoring to discover a solution that will permit the 
company to reorganize its affairs and meet its obligations to the 
fullest extent possible. There are many guesses here as to the 
plans which the company may have to place before the creditors. 
The fact that the attempt to raise money from the shareolders 
has failed is generally understood, and it is now stated that the 
company proposes to invite its bondholders to advance the needed 
money to save the situation. Another rumor is to the effect that 
the company will apply for a “friendly” receivership, which 
action would, if successful, have the effect of allowing the com- 
pany in time to straighten out its affairs. From an authoritative 
statement made during the week, it is understood that the com- 
pany’s position has improved somewhat as regards inventories and 
bank loans. Inventories of the finished product, which some 
months ago were as high as 20,000 tons of pulp on hand, are now 
reduced to approximately 6,000 tons, and bank loans have been 
slightly reduced during the past thirty days. The meetings of 
those interested in straightening out the affairs of the company 
are being continued, and it is presumed that the next few days 
will bring a definite announcement as to the company’s position. 
Whether this will be that liquidation proceedings have been in- 
stituted, or that the bondholders and creditors have assumed 
control, or that the executive will try to work out the salvation 
of the organization, either as it at present exists, or in divided 
form, remains to be seen. 


The Wayagamack Co. 


Directors of the Wayagamack Pulp and Paper Company have 
announced that the company contemplates no new financing this 
year. There was a belief that the company required money to 
cover liabilities in connection with the four new machines under 
contract, as well as for supplies for wood and coal, but this does 
not appear to be the case. As regards the machines, it is ex- 
plained that the first of the four was delivered on March’ 1, 1920. 
This machine is just ready to start and the second one is only 
partially installed. The other two are not yet constructed in 
England, and actual delivery may be a matter of a year or two, 
when they are needed. Hence, the liability of the company is 


not nearly as heavy as it would otherwise have been. Mean- 








while the business of the company is stated to be reviving. During 
the past few weeks orders for paper have been received from 
Great Britain, South Africa, and Japan. These orders are coming 
on the top of reports that foreign business conditions are gradu- 
ally showing improvement. They are taken as a good sign by 
the company, as their product, kraft paper, is used to a large 
extent in general merchandising. 


The North American Trust 


In connection with the sale of the common stock of the 
North American Pulp and Paper Company’s Trust for $6 a share, 
New York funds, there appears to be some doubt as to the out- 
come of the deal. It is stated that the English syndicate which 
was negotiating for the stock has been experiencing considerable 
difficulty in obtaining money, due to present conditions. This 
syndicate, however, has until August 15 to complete the trans- 
action, but those behind the enterprise hope to be able to take 
up their option before that date. The syndicate is said to include 
the Beckers, the large English news print manufacturers, who 
are purchasers of large quantities of groundwood pulp from the 
North American’s pulp mills at Chicoutimi. Should the syndicate 
be unable to exercise its option, the common shares of the North 
American Pulp will be exchanged for those of the Saguenay Pulp 
and Power Company, the holding company, on the basis of 22/5 
shares of preferred and 8 shares of common of Saguenay for 
each 10 shares of the N. A. Pulp. The earnings of the company 
are said to be satisfactory, Notwithstanding the downward course 
of prices, it is said that most of the contracts made with the 
English and French mills for groundwood and sulphite pulp are 
being honored. 

Losses by Fire 


The losses suffered by the province in the recent forest fires 
are said to run into millions of dollars. Experts who have been 
engaged in preparing estimates have not yet supplied the Forestry 
Branch of the Department of Lands and Forests with any of- 
ficial figures, but it is learned from a reliable source that in the 
Abitibi region alone, where fires have not reached the proportions 
of those in the northern sections, over $800,000 of timber has been 
destroyed, with about $300,000 only covered by insurance. 

Alarming reports have come as to forest fires in Nova Scotia 
and New Brunswick, especially at New Haven, Springhill, Oxford 
and Newcastle. It is stated that about a million dollars’ worth 
of lumber piled on the wharves of the Fraser Company’s mill near 
Newcastle have been burned. From Newfoundland it is reported 
that the pulp plant of the A. E. Rex Company has been totally 
destroyed by fire, with a loss of many thousands of dollars, par- 
tially covered by insurance. 


Freight Rates on Pulpwood 


From Winnipeg it is announced that an effort is being made 
to get the railways to reduce the freight rate on pulpwood to 8 
cents per hundredweight, the figure in 1918. If this were done, 
it is stated that anything from 50,000 to 100,000 cords could be 
shipped to the paper mills in a season by soldier settlers and 
others in the province of Manitoba. The present rate is 11% 
cents, which makes the shipping of pulpwood unprofitable. Under 
the lower rate it is stated that a market is assured. The Mani- 
toba Provincial Government is using its influence to get the re- 
duction brought about. 


Norway’s Forestry Methods 

Edward Beck, who is investigating Old World forestry methods 
for the Canadian Pulp and Paper Association, is now in Norway. 
He writes that while Norway has led the way in forestry for 60 
years, the timber resources of the country are strictly limited. 
The productive timber lands consist of 21,825 square miles, of 
which 11,500 are held by peasants and other small holders, 5,575 
by incorporated companies and 4,750 by the State.

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PAPER FIRMS AT CHICAGO'S 
GRAPHIC ARTS EXPOSITION 


The American Writing Paper Co. Displays Smallest Paper 
Making Machine in the World Which Is Started by 
President Harding Who Pressed an Electric Button at 
Washington—Prominent Paper Merchants of Chicago 
and Elsewhere Also Make Interesting Paper Exhibits— 
Butler Paper Co. Makes a Specially Interesting Exhibit 
Showing How Hand Made Papers Are Made.

Cuicaco, August 1, 1921—The Graphic Arts Exposition which 
closed here July 30, proved to be the most successful attempt ever 
made to exhibit printing and its allied trades. Every imaginable 
form of printing art was on exhibition and paper in every form 
was also shown. 


Smallest Paper Machine 


The booth of the American Writing Paper Company, of Holyoke, 
Mass., proved hardly large enough to accommodate the throng 
of eager people who wanted to see how paper was really manu- 
factured, for here the paper company had on display “The Small- 
est Paper Making Machine in the. World,” a real Fourdrinier, 
only eight and one-half feet iong and weighing but three’tons. It 
was operated on three tables which were no larger than ordinary 
library tables, one of them being used entirely for the beater which 
went with the machine. 

This exhibit was one of the big features of the opening day. 
Arrangements had previously been made to have President Harding 
press a button at Washington which would start the machine in 
operation, and as the liquid pulp passed across the endless screen 
and under the dandy roll and through the several: drying drums, 
coming out at the other end, dry and calendered, having been cal- 
endered by a miniature calender machine placed at the end of the 
paper-making machine. President Goodheart, of the Chicago. Print- 
ing House Craftsmen, penned,a message to Washington in reply 
to the opening message from President Harding. 

The: Eagle A booth also contained a set of pictures which 
showed clearly every step of progress made in a paper mill, from 
the time the rags enter the rag room until they are paper, packed 
away in the store and shipping rooms, ready for the presses. On 
a table.to.one side of the booth, attracting quite a little attention, 
was a display of every material used in the manufacture of pulp. 

The Whitaker Paper Company, Bradner Smith Paper Company, 
and the Carpenter Paper Company, of Omaha, Neb., all had their 
salesmen on hand demonstrating how the Eagle A papers, for 
which they are agent, are made. 


Butler Paper Company’s Exhibit 


The Butler Paper Company’s booth was one of the largest in 
the entire show. Aside from being spacious, it was prettily made 
up, being divided into rooms. One of these rooms was the office, 
in which were hung several very interesting paintings and where 
the oldest published book was on display.. In another room the 
company had huge deccrated cases in which were held a display of 
paper of fancy and high quality imported from France. This 
room also contained a huge marble fountain surrounded by palms 
and ferns. The last room was the paper-making room. Here, 
daily, the company demonstrated the mode of paper making as it 
was practiced a half-century ago. A huge tank of pulp was set 
over in one corner and into this would be dipped a screen for the 
pulp. The water being drained off as thoroughly as possible, the 
remaining “stuff” would be put onto a mat where it would be 
allowed to dry. Some very good samples of hand-made paper 
were made in this exhibit. The Butler exhibit also included a six- 


reel moving picture, which was shown twice daily. This took the 
audience from the north woods, where the wood is cut, through 
the many departments of paper making, visiting the mills, show- 
ing how the wood is turned to pulp and from pulp to paper. It 
also showed some of the various uses of paper and how eventually 
it found its way to the printshop and into the hands of the popu- 
lace. It was a most instructive piece of picture taking and cost 
several thousand dollars to produce. The producers had to travel 
over a territory more than 4,000 miles in length to get all the 
scenes. Most of the mill picture were taken at Cumberland, Me. 


Chicago Paper Company Shows Fold Well Papers 


In the booth of the Chicago Paper -Company, where Noble 
Gillett was in charge, was demonstrated the efficiency of Fold Well 
papers. One of the big demonstrations put on was to have a girl, 
of ordinary size, lifted from the floor hanging from a piece of this 
grade of paper to show how strong it was. Many visitors at- 
tended this exhibit and were shown the various grades of papers 
which this company puts out. There were interesting exhibitions of 
quality going on at all times and the crowd about the booth at 
times could not be penetrated. 


Cowan Truck Company 


The Cowan Truck Company, which also had an exhibit, hauled 
the printed and completed editions of the Ben Franklin Monthly, 
printed at the show, about the building, from press to bindery 
and from bindery to distribution points, demonstrating how its 
truck could be used to eliminate time waste and labor in a pub- 
lishing house. In this the electric truck was utilized, but the com- 
pany had several hand-operated trucks on display showing uses 
in paper mills and jobbing houses, as well as printing establish- 
ments. 


Service Truck Company 


The Service Truck ‘Company also was one of the exhibitors, 
showing how its hand trucks eliminated a lot of the hard work 
and time wasting methods of old. It showed how paper could be 
piled onto their truck and taken from one part of the mill to 
another and demonstrated many other uses to which the truck is 
being put in paper mills and printing plants. 


Stuebing Truck Company 


The Stuebing Truck Company also had a booth. Here it dem- 
onstrated its famous StueBing Lift Trucks. It showed how plat- 
forms could easily be attached to the truck and used to store 
paper in piles. The truck is merely pushed under the already 
loaded platform, lifted and moved to desired position, where it is 
iet down until the paper has to be moved again. Demonstrating 
the ease with which the truck operates in its elevation movements, 
a little colored boy was called in from the passing throng and 
asked to operate it, while two full-grown men stood upon the 
platform. The boy lifted those two men from the floor with one 
finger merely by pulling downward on the handle of the truck. 
This was a demonstration which excited no small amount of in- 
terest. A. C. Kraemer, Middle Western manager of the company, 
was in charge of the exhibit. 


Simmons Manufacturing Company 


The Simmons Manufacturing Company also had a very inter- 
esting exhibit, showing various methods of paper cutting as are 
used in some of the larger mills. Here paper knives of all de- 
scription were on display and actually demonstrated as to use. 


Seybold Manufacturing Company 


The Seybold Manufacturing Company also had a paper cutting 
display where it showed its lines of machines and knives for paper 
cutting. 

The International Paper Box Machine Company’s exhibit brought

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MATTERS IN MIAMI VALLEY 
OF INTEREST TO PAPER MEN 


Plant of Franklin Board & Paper Co. at Franklin Resumes 
Operations After Making Important Improvements—Rey- 
nolds & Reynolds Co. Reports Business on the Mend— 
Buyers Paper Co., Recently Organized, Is Developing 
Good Sized Business—Mead Pulp & Paper Co. Makes 
Important Improvements—Edward T. Gardner Expresses 
Satisfaction With Business Trend. 


[From OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Dayton, Ohio, August 2, 1921—The Franklin Board and Paper 
Company at Franklin again is operating after a shut-down for 
the purpose of installing a tandem compound engine of 500 horse- 
power, which is being utilized to drive the beater room machinery. 
The company is employing one hundred workers who during the 
winter accepted a wage reduction of ten per cent rather than 
witness a complete suspension of the mills. The company, of 
which Fred Zartman, formerly of this city, is manager and treas- 
urer, also effected a number of repairs and improvements during 
the recent shutdown and is anticipating a substantial run of busi- 
ness in the early fall, with an output of more than fifty tons of box- 
board daily. Recent business is reported as most satisfactory un- 
der the conditions. 

Peerless Paper Co. Completes Repairs 


Complete repairing and rebuilding of the burned portion of the 
Peerless Paper Company’s mills on Idylwild avenue, North Dayton, 
following the recent disastrous fire, have been completed. The 
blaze was confined to the upper section of the mill and did not 
materially damage the machines or other expensive equipment. 

However, a loss of approximately $4,000 was entailed but this 
was largely covered by insurance. 

The company is making a drive on its special make of highly- 
finished, uncoated book paper, suitable for color and advertising 
work especially. Since last month there has been a gradual im- 
provement in business and indications point to the probability of 
both machines being run continuously for some time. Bonds, 
ledgers and writings always have been manufactured by this 
company, of which Arthur L. Rieger is president and general man- 
ager, Lowell P. Rieger, secretary and treasurer, and Albert Merz- 
ing, vice-president. 

Better Demand for Pads and Tablets 

Local representatives of the Reynolds & Reynolds Company, 
manufacturers of stationery, pads, tablets and other supplies, re- 
port business on the mend. The demand from other sections also 
is improving with a heavy demand for school supplies of all kinds. 
Shipments of this kind have been going out for some time. 


Buyers’ Paper Co. Prospers 

The Buyers’ Paper Company is developing a good-sized local 
and surrounding territory trade after its incorporation by men 
who have been identified with the trade. The company occupies 
the ground floor and other space in the big brick building at Sixth 
street and the Canal once used by the Third Regiment, Ohio Na- 
tional Guard, as an armory. It is one of the roomiest buildings 
in the downtown manufacturing section. The company deals in 
all makes of papers, twine and other supplies. 

Though starting at a time when depression was widespread, 
there is said to be sufficient business on hand to give much en- 
couragement and to lead to the firmly-fixed belief that Dayton 
will support another wholesale paper house. 

Employees of the Mead Pulp and Paper Company, of Chilli- 
cothe, in which many Dayton people are interested, have laid 
seven thousand feet of tracks on which a new 50-ton Vulcan loco- 








motive is operating in the movement of freight from the Balti- 
more & Ohio railroad. The company, by installing the trackage 
and purchasing its rolling stock, has obviated the necessity of de- 
pending on the railway line and is handling its own shipments. 

All of the track-laying work was completed by the workers 
identified with the big plant, which recently was doubled in ca- 
pacity, a new mill having been erected and the largest machine 
in Ohio installed. Employees even installed switches, frogs and 
other equipment after laying the ties over a distance of approxi- 
mately a mile and two-fifths. 

With the completion of the new mill and the operation of the 
machinery installed, it has been found necessary to sink two 
water wells. Each has a capacity of 2,500 gallons of water per 
minute. These wells are of sufficient size to furnish a supply of 
water to the mills equal in a day’s time to the quantity consumed 
by the entire city of Chillicothe. The company had what was con- 
sidered an adequate supply of water for all practical purposes for 
the operation of the original plant, but when the wheels were 
started in the new mill (it had been realized long ago), it was 
necessary to add to the volume and now the company’s con- 
sumption amounts to 7,000,000 gallons daily. 

George H. Mead, president of the company, has been spending 
much of his time recently in Dayton, leaving at times to attend to 
other paper mill enterprises of which he is the head. He also is 
chairman of the Peerless Paper Mills in Dayton and the head of 
the G, H. Mead Company. 


Satisfactory Business Trend 


Edward T. Gardner, of the Colin Gardner Paper Company, and 
affiliated concerns of Middletown, Ohio, accompanied by his wife, 
left today for Camp Number Four, Adirondacks, to visit Frederick 
B. Patterson, newly-elected president of the National Cash Regis- 
ter Company, and wife. 

Before going East Mr. Gardner expressed satisfaction with the 
trend of business. He has been instrumental in promoting the 
proposed merging of the Gardner-Harvey Faper Company, of 
which he has been president, and the Gardner Paper Company, 
as well as the Gardner Paper Board Company and the Enterprise 
Machine Company, which supplies machinery and mill parts. 
These firms have a capital of $2,500,000, which forms the capital 
stock of the new company under the name of the Gardner-Harvey 
Company. The corporations have been separate, yet were owned 
and managed by the same company officials. It was considered 
to the best interests of all to arrange for a consolidation as the 
interests are interdependent. 

With a combined output of 225 tons of box board per day on 
four machines, it will be seen at once that the Gardner-Harvey 
interests in the Miami Valley are of decided importance. 

The company is erecting a new office building. In fact, it prac- 
tically has been completed and is ready for occupancy. In con- 
nection with the building, which is of stone and brick construction, 
a banquet hall of ample dimensions has been built, with kitchen 
and dining room connected, which will be used by the Mutual 
Benefit Association, A dance hall also has been equipped for th: 
use of association members and their families. 


Kinnard Mfg. Co. Prospers 

The Kinnard Manufacturing Company, of which William 
Lowrey is general manager and president, has enjoyed an excep- 
tional run of prosperity in recent months. Whereas many firms 
were not enabled to run on capacity, this company has gone 
ahead at a remarkable gait and has operated part of the time 
with a full force and for the greater part of the time at about 
three-fourths capacity. 

The company is a large consumer of board and secures most 
of its product in the southern part of the valley. Boxes of all 
descriptions, oyster and ice cream pails, paper novelties and adver- 
tising signs are manufactured at the East End plant. 
and Dayton capitalists are owners of the factory. 
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PAPER MARKET IN TORONTO 
CONTINUES QUIET AND SLOW 


All Orders Placed Are Small and for Immediate Requirements 
—Some Manufacturing Plants Have Closed Down for a 
Week or Two to Make Needed Repairs and Some Others 
Are Operating Only Three Days a Week—Probability 
That Four Large Pulp Plants of 100 Tons Daily Capac- 
ity Will Be Erected in the Province of Ontario Within 
the Next Three Years. 


[FRoM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Toronto, Ontario, August 1, 1921—There are few changes to 
record in the general features of the paper market. July was a 
quiet month and all orders placed are small and for instant use, 
yet on the whole the volume is reported very fair by several of the 
larger jobbers. Prices on the average for wrapping papers, have 
fallen off twenty-five per cent during the past few weeks and trade 
has declined from thirty to forty per cent in volume, so that in the 
aggregate, on a dollars and cents basis, there is not much cause for 
complaint, considering general business conditions and the effect of 
a falling market so far as quotations are concerned. The continued 
spell of hot weather has created an unprecedented demand for fiber 
ice cream pails, containers and other packages, while tissue special- 
ties suitable to summer use have experienced a heavy call. 

The printing and publishing lines are generally quiet and adver- 
tising has fallen off in the press to a considerable extent. A num- 
ber of wholesalers and manufacturers, who have given close study 
to the situation are looking for an improved condition in Septem- 
ber and believe that the tide will then turn. The market for all 
kinds of pulp is still dull. 

Some manufacturing plants have closed down for a week or two 
in order to make necessary repairs and give their employees a hol- 
iday. Other mills are operating only for three to four days a week. 

The recent financial troubles of a number of pulp and paper com- 
panies has not been due so much to a falling off in requisitions 
for their products as to the failure of those responsible for their 
management to secure in advance adequate credits to carry out plans 
for increase of capacity until capital issues can be floated. Only 
one of the companies involved can ascribe its difficulties to the de- 
clining demands for its products. The drop in the value of pulp 
and of paper has been relatively much less than that of many other 
commodities while there has not been a disastrous reduction in out- 
put except as a result of labor troubles which are now practically 
over. The larger mills in Canada, for the most part, are devoted 
to the making of news print or pulp, which is largely exported. The 
consumption of news print in the United States is only about six 
per cent less than a year ago and, while competition from Europe 
increases in volume, Canadian paper makers are not seriously 
alarmed, and regard their market in the United States as reasonably 
safe provided there is no tariff “tinkering” or other unforseen oc- 
currences. 


* Four Big Pulp Plants for Ontario 


In all probability there will be erected in the province of Ontario 
within the next three years, four large pulp plants, each with a ca- 
pacity of 100 tons daily. Recently the Ontario government awarded 
pulpwood limits in two most important sctions, the Nagagami 
river area in the district of Algoma, to the Transcontinental De- 
velopment Company, Limited, of Toronto, and the Long Lake area 
in the Thunder Bay district to J. H. Black of Toronto and his 
associates. These firms will build pulp plants on the concessions 
which they have just secured, and E. W. Backus will carry out a 
like project at Kenora in connection with his English River pulp- 
wood limits, while the Great Lakes Pulp and Paper Company may 
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go ahead at Port Arthur. If the latter do not, the Black Sturgeon 
concession, which they secured four years ago, will probably be 
taken from them and new tenders called for. 

In addition to the usual government dues of eighty cents per cord 
on spruce and forty cents per cord on other pulpwoods and $2.50 
per M feet, b.m., for pine, the companies which secured the recent 
concessions, offered exceptionally attractive bonuses for each cord 
of wood taken off. 

The terms laid down in connection with the concessions granted 
the Great Lake Pulp and Paper Company, E. W. Backus and his 
associates, the Transcontinental Development Company and J. H. 
Black, who is managing-director of the Excelsior Life Assurance 
Company, Toronto, are all very definite and conditions most binding. 
Each successful bidder not gnly has to put up a check of $50,000, 
but also has to spend $200,000 the first year in development, $350,000 
the second year and $350,000 the third year, making an outlay in all 
of $1,000,000 in the erection of a groundwood pulp mill of 100 tons 
daily capacity. The mill must be operating within three years. 
The successful bidders are also required to erect a paper mill of 
seventy-five tons capacity at such time and place as the Department 
of Lands and Forests may decide. It is probable, however, that the 
latter stipulation will not be exacted unless a paper famine or some 
other emergency should eventuate. 

Board Mill Has Closed Down 


The board mill of the beaver board plant at Thorold, Ontario, 
has been closed indefinitely owing to over production. The ware- 
houses are filled with goods and the company has found it neces- 
sary to cease production until the stock is reduced to a reasonable 
point. The roofing department is working full time, the sales of 
the new roofing put out by the company being far in excess of 
expectations. 

Capacity of Kraft Plant Increased 


Hodge-Sherriff Paper Company, Toronto, which is selling agent 
for the Wayagmack Pulp and Paper Company, Three Rivers, 
Quebec, states there is a fair demand for kraft paper at the present 
time. The new one hundred inch trim machine of the company, 
which was installed some time ago, is now in full operation and 
turning out about twelve tons daily of glazed kraft, making the 
total daily output about sixty tons, half of which is glazed. An- 
other machine of one hundred and twenty inch trim is being added 
to the equipment of the plant. 

Aircraft ‘Is Doing Splendid Work 

A forest fire in Northern Ontario was rapidly suppressed recently 
by the efficient use of aircraft in spotting and reporting the con- 
flagration and the subsequent carrying of forest fire rangers to 
the scene of the blaze. R. N. Johnston, a forest observer who is 
attached to the mobile unit at Sioux Lookout by the Ontario pro- 
vincial government, in his official report, says that aircraft will 
prove of tremendous advantage to the province in fighting forest 
fires as days are saved in locating and getting the work of suppres- 
sion started. Lieut.-Col. Robert Leckie, director of flying opera- 
tions, is a strong supporter of aerial patrol. Ontario has now one 
thousand fire rangers doing duty in the great forest reserves of 
the province, who get three dollars a day, and keep a close watch 
on tourists, prospectors, river drivers and others, 

Walls of New Pulp Mill Going Up 


Good progress is being made on the fifty ton groundwood pulp 
plant of the Temiskaming Pulp and Paper Company being erected 
near Haileybury, Ont. Excavation has been completed and con- 
struction is now going on. The buildings will be of steel, cement 
and interlocking tile, and will be housed in this fall, when the 
equipment will be installed. Alex. Fasken, Toronto, president of 
the company, is well pleased with the rapidity of the work.

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IMPROVEMENT . CONTINUES 
IN PHILADELPHIA MARKET 


Business for July Shows Up Very Much Better than Pessimists 
Believed Possible and Just a Little Better. than the More 
Optimistic Foreshadowed—Corporation With Capital of 
$1,000,000, Reported to Have Been Organized to Estab- 
lish News Print Plant at Gloucester—William Adamson, 
President and W. B. Adamson Retired from the Baeder, 
Adamson Co.—Other Philadelphia News. 


[FroM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

PHILADELPHIA, August 2, 1921——The total of July business 
shows results far better than the pessimists believed possible and 
just a little better than the more optimistic foreshadowed. But 
the most pleasing feature after all is that all agree that a steady 
improvement was perceptible; that orders grew larger and that 
there was unmistakable evidence of the fact that the consumer is 
extending his buying a little further than he did in June when his 
purchases were limited by the necessities of the day or the mor- 
row. No one yet is buying in anticipation of fall requirements; 
there still exists a general belief that there will be further re- 
adjustments of prices. But there is no widespread opinion that 
radical reductions are to come and many buyers counterbalancing 
a possible saving of a few cents by delayed ordering against the 
possibility, perhaps the probability, of disappointment when the 
rush sets in as all believe it will, are placing their orders now. 
Distributors argue that this is the wise course to pursue; reports 
from mill representatives indicate that these distributors are 
honéstly beginning to follow their own advice and that their or- 
ders for replacements show decidedly more strength than they did 
a month ago. Not in many years have dealers’ stock at the close 
of July stood at so low a level as this year. It is true that a num- 
ber of the houses are still pretty well loaded up with certain grades; 
but there is now in sight opportunity for disposing of this surplus 
without further sacrifice than the difference in price between the 
normal and the much higher amounts some of them paid the mills 
when the rush to get goods still was on. There is no apparent 
need now for slashing prices below the normal market in order 
to get rid of stocks. The decided easing in the money market has 
been an element of prime importance in checking the impetuous 
dumping of goods on the market that they might be converted 
into money irrespective of real value. 


Federal Reserve Bank Report 


The trend of conditions in the paper trade is shown in the pub- 
lication made yesterday by the Federal Reserve Bank for the Third 
District of the result of a questionnaire on employment conditions 
addressed to 496 employers and organizations. To these fourteen 
paper mill managements in the district replied. These reports 
showed 2,719 employees on January 1, 1920, and 2,797 on June 30, 
1920, an increase of 2.9 per cent. On January 1, 1921, the em- 
ployees numbered 2,584, a decrease of 5 per cent from January of 
last year and a decrease of 7.6 per cent from June of 1920. On 
June 30, 1921, the employees numbered 2,714, a decrease of but 2 
per cent from January, 1920, and a decrease of 3 per cent from 
June, 1920, but an increase of 5 per cent from January, 1921. The 
average from all the industries investigated and covered by the 
496 questionnaires was a decrease of 27.6 per cent in employees on 
June 30, 1921, as compared with January 1, 1920, a decrease of 
29.9 per cent as compared with June of last year and a decrease 
of 6,7. per cent as comparéd with January 1, 1921. In its general 
summary. of the conditions of the paper market the bank Said, 
“According to those who hold optimistic opinions many grades 
are exhausted and will have to be manufactured if orders are re- 





ceived for them. Dealers’ purchases have been small for several 
months and hence the supply of paper on their shelves is low. 
Consequently more of the business that is being received is being 
transmitted direct to manufacturers. These previously had felt 
only a small part of the demand for paper because the dealers 
with their large stocks were able to handle all orders. The 
question then is will the mill stocks be large enough to supply 
demands or will still further production be necessary? Some 
are inclined to think the supply will be sufficient. 

“Prices on most grades of paper continue to decline but some 
of them are quite steady and are believed to have reached 
bottom. The book and fine paper markets are spotty. It has 
been estimated that the general level of fine paper prices is about 
100 per cent above the 1914 basis. There have been recent cuts 
on quotations on coarse and wrapping papers but these failed to 
stimulate demands and served only to demoralize the market. 
Credit accommodations are easily secured, wherever desired, and 
the prevailing rate of interest is 6 per cent. Collections seem 
to be growing worse as they are described in most cases now 
as being poor.” 


Trading Without Feature 


The past week was typically a mid-summer period with vaca- 
tion prospects or restrospects more to the foreground than con- 
ditions. Save for the steady improvement in both the fine and 
the coarse paper markets, the trading was without feature. In the 
August Ist price lists, which the distributors have issued, there 
have been few changes in quotations. There are no indications 
that much revision will be necessary for the mid-August lists. 


May Establish News Print Plant 


Developments of greatest interest have been in the mill end of 
the business. For a long time there have been vague rumors of 
the establishment here of a news print plant; these became 
definite during the week when U. M. Waite of Canada and 
Frank J. Hummel of New York, owner of the immense Argo 
Mills plant in Gloucester, appeared before its Chamber of Com- 
merce. They said that a company was being organized to take 
over the property for news print manufacture, that a $1,000,000 
corporation was being organized and that opportunity would be 
offered to local business men to become financially interested. 
Mr. Waite said that present plans called for the immediate in- 
stallation of machinery and that he was hopeful that production 
could begin by the close of the year. The Board was asked 
to approve the project and to give assistance in having railroad 
sidings run into the plant. Resolutions to that effect unanimously 
were adopted. 

The Argo Mill is situated at the upper end of Gloucester at 
Hudson and Ellis streets on an 8-acre plot extending for a con- 
siderable distance along the river front. The building is about 
955 feet long and 70 feet wide, four stories high. While all the 
machinery for the manufacture of hosiery was removed to Japan 
a year ago there is still in the plant a 1,000 horsepower boiler 
and a 750 horsepower compound tandem engine with two 50 kilo- 
watt generators. The structure is of heavy construction with 
five-inch floors, 10 by 14 girders and double thick walls. It is 
regarded as admirably located and constructed for paper manu- 
facturing purposes. Some months ago it was offered for sale at 
$1,000,000 to a‘large Philadelphia coarse paper distributor who 
was asked to organize a paper manufacturing concern. While 
the local trade has no specific information on the project there 
is opinion in some quarters that it may be related to the presence 
in this country of Lord Northcliffe, the newspaper publisher, 
who is understood to have extensive news print interests in 
Canada. 

Announcement also was made during the week that William 
Adamson, as president and director, and W. B. Adamson, director

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Bids for Government Paper 

More than usual interest is attached to the paper bids for the 
Public Printer for the six months period beginning September 1, 
which were opened Monday in Washington and which are reported 
in full elsewhere in this issue of the Paper TrapE JOURNAL be- 
cause of the decided depression that has been apparent in all 
departments of the market for some time past. It will be recol- 
lected that when bids were opened February 1 for paper supplies 

for six months beginning March 1 all bids were thrown out be- 
cause they were considered too high. New bids were called for 
‘and were opened February 21. These showed a considerable re- 
vision, but apparently had not been revised sufficiently, as the 
Government Printing Office made its award for a period of three 
months instead of for a period of six months which was the 
period for which it was expected the awards would be made. 

It will be noticed from the examples given below of the prices 
at which awards were made in February and the lowest bids in 
the current instance that a considerable decrease has been regis- 
tered, and judging from the experience of bidders earlier in the 
year it is fair to assume that these bids are pretty nearly down 
to bottom. 

Dobler & Mudge who last February were the successful bid- 
ders on item No. 2 white news print 24 x 36—32, rolls 48 inches 
wide at 5.48 cents were again the lowest bidders at 4.48 cents. 

Lot No. 4 machine finished printing paper No. 1, 25 x 38—35, 
24 x 32 inches flat, which in February was awarded to the Amer- 
ican Writing Paper Company at 9.25 cents was bid for in the 
current bidding at 6.54 cents by the Whitaker Paper Company, 
which was the lowest bid. 

Lot No. 31 sized and super calendered printing paper 25 x 38— 
45, cut 24 x 32 and 32 x 48 inches, flat, which in February was 
awarded to the Kalamazoo Paper Company at 8.34 cents was 
bid for by the Whitaker Paper Company in the current bidding 
at 6.69 cents, which was the lowest bid. 

Lot No. 47 white writing paper Nos. 16 and 20, 23 x 32 inches 
flat any size, flat, 17 to 42 inches, in February was awarded to 
the R. P. Andrews Paper Company at 9.4 cents and was bid for 
in the current bidding by the same concern at 7.09 and 6.98 cents 
which were the lowest bids.

Lot No. 118 colored coated cover paper 26% x 41—100 flat, 
which in the February bidding was awarded to the Whitaker 
Paper Company at 12.37 cents was bid low in the current bidding 
at 11.1 cents by the R. P. Andrews Paper Company. 

Lot No. 137 colored bristol board, which in the February bid- 
ding was awarded to the American Writing Paper Company at 
8.07 cents, was bid low in the current bidding by the Republic 
Bag and Paper Company at 5.24. 

Bids in February and current bids on other varieties of paper 
show about the same proportionate decreases. 


Papermaking Texthooks 

Many inquiries have been received recently by the PAPER TRADE 
JourNAL regarding the scope of the vocational educational text- 
books on the manufacture of pulp and paper. Numerous readers 
therefore, will be interested in some of the principal facts re- 
garding the course of instruction which is proivded in the textbooks. 

The work is to be completed in five volumes and volumes I and 
II are now on sale at $5.00 each. The price of succeeding vol- 
umes has not been established but it is unlikely that they will 
exceed more than a dollar or two, that of the two volumes now 
on sale. 

Volumes I and II deal with the preliminary educational re- 
quirements of the student, volume I, for example, covering arith- 
metic, elementary applied mathematics, how to read drawings, and 
elements of physics. The work is divided into the sections named 
and bound into a volume for reference purposes; it is also ob- 
tainable in pamphlet form for students who wish to master one 
part at a time and for convenience in the classroom, the idea being 
to proceed progressively so as to enable the student to master each 
section in its natural order, but complete volumes must be or- 
dered to obtain the sections and study papers. 

In volume III, the sections will cover production and properties 
of woodpulp, wood preparation, mechanical pulp, sylphite pulp, 
soda pulp, sulphate pulp, treatment of pulp, refining of pulp, bleach- 
ing of pulp and analysis and testing of raw materials. 

Volumes 1V and V will deal with the manufacture of paper, the 
courses of study in these volumes including preparation of rag 
and other fibers, treatment of waste papers, beating and mixing, 
engine sizing, coloring, loading, papermaking machines, tub sized 
papers, hand-made papers, finishing operations, manufacture of 
special papers, boards, etc., coated and other treated papers, paper 
testing, laboratory equipment, general mill equipment, trade customs 
and mill organization, and dictionary of papers, tables, etc. 

Orders for the volumes should be addressed to the Technical 
Association of the Pulp and Paper Industry, 542 Fifth Avenue, 
New York, accompanied with check or money order in payment. 


Canada’s Paper Exports Decrease 
Canadian exports of paper, wood pulp and pulp wood in May 
were valued at $8,647,343, a decrease of $4,232,420 as compared 
with May last year but an increase of $723,570 over April, 1921. 
Paper exported to the United States in May was valued at $4,514,- 
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155, as compared with $4,952,191 exported to the United States 
in April, and $5,670,602 exported to the United States in May, 
1920. Total exports of paper from Canada in May were valued at 
$5,263,247, as compared with $5,731,654 in April and $6,939,346 in 
May, 1920. 

Wood pulp exports to the United States in May totaled $1,752,- 
844 as compared with exports valued at $1,075,418 in April and 
$4,617,033 in May, 1920. Total exports of wood pulp from. Can- 
ada in May were valued at $2,666,278 as compared with $1,214,582 
in April and $5,098,682 in May, 1920. Canadian pulpwood ex- 
ports in May were all to the United States and were valued at 
$717,818 as compared with exports valued at $977,537 in April and 
$841,735 in May, 1920. 


Mr. Hoover on Statistical Information 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Wasuincton, D. C., August 3, 1921.—Co-operation between in- 
dustry and the Department of Commerce regarding the compila- 
tion and distribution of statistical information with the next bien- 
nial census of manufactures the foremost subject of discussion 
was the object of a meeting last week between Herbert Hoover, 
Secretary of Commerce, and other officials of his department with 
representatives of many trade and manufacturers’ associations. 
After stressing the point that an accurate determination of the 
productive results of American industry is possible only if carried 
out with the co-operation of industry itself, Secretary Hoover sug- 
gested that the manufacturers consider the utility of compiling 
the next census of manufactures on a commodity basis. Hitherto 
the census evalution of production has been in terms of money. 
It is realized now, he said, how uncertain the monetary valuation 
of production can be and that it is highly desirable that the new 
census should be in such a form that it would serve a practical 
purpose to the various industries themselves. The recommenda- 
tion was concurred in heartily and J. Philip Bird, general manager, 
National Association of Manufacturers, the chairman of the meet- 
ing, expressed the hope that all the crafts able to supply the De- 
partment of Commerce with their intimate statistical data should 
do so to the extent of their ability. 

Secretary Hoover mentioned the fact that many manufacturers 
and their associations are engaged in the compilation of statistics 
of their industry on a monthly or quarterly basis and in formulating 
this inquiry of the Department of Commerce relating to its policy 
regarding statistical information, he said he had in mind that in 
industries in which frequent statistics are necessary and useful 
that they should form the groundwork of intermediate statistics. 
The monthly figures might also be found useful when incorporated 
as a basis for a monthly report on the entire national resources, 
showing the trend of business throughout the country. To supple- 
ment the recommendation of Secretary Hoover, William M. 
Steuart, Director of the Census Bureau, had ready for distribution 
the proofs of the first printed report of the monthly business 
survey which will be issued hereafter by the Department of Com- 
merce. Such a report was issued in mimeographed form for June 
and besides numerical data on production presents the ratio be- 
tween production and stocks of commodities for the current month 
and the average monthly production and stocks in a normal year, 
by means of index numbers. 

This report is not comprehensive as yet as many industries either 
lack the facilities for compiling such information for publication 
by the Government or are reluctant to furnish it to the Depart- 
ment of Commerce. Sentiment was crystallized by an expression 
from one manufacturer, L. S. Horner, a manufacturer of electrical 
supplies, that many manufacturers have a definite and distinct 
idea that the Government is opposed to the organization of asso- 
ciations such as are now engaged in the preparation and distribu- 
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tion of the statistics of their industry. Unfortunately Secretary 
Hoover had been obliged to leave the meeting before this question 
came up, but it will be discussed with him later by a committee 
appointed from representatives of the associations present at the 
conference on Thursday to discuss it with him later. 

Mr. Bird pointed out that the industries without statistical or- 
ganizations did not realize how valuable they were and said that 
the request of the Department of Commerce for the monthly sta- 
tistics should be an incentive to create such bureaus. One in- 
dustry, is interested in the condition of another industry from 
which it buys its products that may become as important to it 
as a report to a manufacturer of his own industry, according to 
the expressed opinion of several manufacturers, and it is on this 
assumption that the Department of Commerce is going ahead. 


Speaks for American Valuation Plan 
[From OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. | 

Wasuincton, D. C., August 3, 1921—J. F. Zoller, of New York 
City, representing the American Valuation Association, appeared 
before the Senate Finance Committee on Monday favoring the 
American Valuation Plan as proposed in the Fordney Tariff Bill. 
He told the committee that ad valorem duty imposed in 1914 upon 
foreign value at a rate entirely adequate at that time would con- 
stitute practically no protection at all today against German im- 
portations. If we continue the levying of ad valorem duties upon 
foreign value, Mr. Zoller said, we must, in order to get adequate 
protection against German importations, make the rate so high 
as to constitute practically an embargo: against those countries 
whose currency has not been much depreciated. 

Mr. Zoller went into some detail with the committee regarding 
German wages. He called attention to the fact that in 1914 in 
Germany skilled labor was getting $2.09 per day in American 
money, while in 1921 the same skilled labor is getting $.73 per 
day in American money. During the testimony of Mr. Zoller, 
Senator Smoot of Utah called attention to the fact that the value 
of the German mark in American money is 1.3 cents, while the 
same mark is worth 4.6 cents to the German laborer in purchasing 
his supplies. 


Must Sell Surplus Products Abroad 
[From OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

KaLaMAzoo, Mich., August 1, 1921—“I am pretty well satisfied 
there can be no appreciable or permanent improvement in the gen- 
eral business of this country until we find a means to sell our 
surplus products in a foreign market,” said F. M. Hodge, presi- 
dent of the Kalamazoo Paper Company, who has just returned from 
an outing at Charlevoix. 

“The sale of these products naturally includes satisfactory credit 
arrangements for foreign buyers,” added Mr. Hodge. 

He was discussing particularly the outlook in the paper trade 
when he added the statement regarding business as a whole. 

“T would say that business for the book mills is a trifle better 
than three months ago,” he remarked, “but as yet there are no 
indications on which to base a claim that these improvements are 
of a permanent nature. In some of the. other lines 1 understand 
there has been a falling off.” 


House Starts Framing Revenue Bill 
[From OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Wasuincton, D. C., August 3, 1921—The House Ways and 
Means Committee last week held four days of hearings on the 
revenue bill and on Monday started the framing of the bill. There 
seems to be a feeling among the members of the committee that it 
will take about three weeks before the bill can be reported out of 
committee, in spite of the fact that President Harding has stated 
several times that he hoped it would be passed by the House by 
the middle of August.

Manufacture of Cellulose in Jugoslavia 


Cellulose of a good quality, capable of being used in the man- 
ufacture of fine grades of paper and gunpowder, is manufactured 
in Drvara, Bosnia, and in Gorichani, Slovenia, writes Vice-Consul 
Henry R. Brown, Belgrade. 

The plant at Drvari was founded by Dobrlin D. D., a forest 
industry corporation, and by Simonius, a Swiss corporation, with 
an original joint capital of 6,000,000 crowns ($1,200,000), for the 
purpose of obtaining cellulose from the sawdust, waste trimmings, 
etc., from the sawmill at Dobrlin, such waste formerly being 
burned or left to rot. The plant was founded in 1908, but did 
not pay dividends until 1912. In that year there were 13,380 metric 
tons of cellulose obtained, and in 1913, 13,980 metric tons, while 
during the war, due to labor shortage, the production was 9,420 
tons, 2,580 tons, 3,030 tons, 770 tons, and 200 tons for the years 
1914 to 1918, respectively. In 1919 the production was 650 tons, in 


1920, 1,320 tons, while the production for 1921 is expected to reach 
700 tons monthly.

Prof. Fenska Goes to Syracuse Forestry School

Syracuse, N. Y., August 1, 1921—Prof. R. R. Fenska has re- 
signed as assistant professor in forestry at the University of 
Montana to become professor of forest engineering at the New 
York State College of Forestry, Syracuse University. 


Professor Fenska is well equipped for his profession. He spent 
his early years in the pine forests of Wisconsin, where his father 
was a pioneer lumberman, thus gaining much valuable practical 
experience in forestry before entering college. He was graduated 
from Beloit in 1911 and from the Yale forestry school in 1913. 

He served two years as forester’s assistant on the Wisconsin 
State Board of Forestry and instructor of forestry at the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin, where he carried on work at the United 
States forest products laboratory. ° 

In 1915 Professor Fenska took charge of forest engineering at 
Wyman school of the woods and supervised considerable re- 
forestation for mining companies in that section. In 1917 he ac- 
cepted the position of assistant professor of forestry at the Uni- 
versity of Montana, where he remained four years, during the 
summer months engaging with United States Forest Service in 
Timber Sales and with the United States Bureau of Public Roads 
in Engineering.

Poland Must Import Paper 
Warsaw, July 9, 1921.—More than one-half of Poland’s paper- 
making machines are idle. This inactivity is caused by the insuffi- 
cient supply of domestic cellulose. The low value of Polish money 
—lower than any other European currency 


precludes the possibil- 
ity of importing cellulose. 


The only source of cellulose available, 
as far as Polish paper mills are concerned, is the Pabjanitz Mill 
at Vloclavec, formerly owned by Robert Saenger. This mill was 
built to produce 2,000 tons of cellulose per month. Now, under 
Polish administration, it produces less than 1,000 tons per month. 
\s a result, of 36 paper manufacturing machines available in 
Poland, about 20 have to remain idle. Before the war the mills 
now on Polish territory imported cellulose from Sweden. Germany 
and Finland. 

Of course, this is now out of the question, since Polish money is 
worth next to nothing. : 

Polish paper mills have an annual output of 40,000 tons of paper, 
while the demand for paper in Poland amounts to at least 100,000 
tons annually.

American Writing Lays Off Salaried Employees 


[FROM OUR REGULAR C@RRESPONDENT. ] 

Hotyoxe, Mass., August 1, 1921.—Notices were received Satur- 
day by 150 salaried employees of the American Writing Paper 
Company of this city that they had been laid off for an indefinite 
period. At the same time was forthcoming the announcement that 
B. Edwin Hutchinson, treasurer of the company, had resigned his 
position to become associated with an automobile concern in the 
Middle West. 

The resignation of Treasurer Hutchinson came to the general 
public as somewhat of a’surprise. He is president of the Holyoke 
Chamber of Commerce and will resign this position soon. At the 
present time he is out of the city. 

The operating expenses of the company are reduced about $200,- 
000 in the lay off of the salaried employees notified on Saturday. 
This is the second big economy measure taken by the company this 
year. The first consisted of reductions of salaries, personnel and 
payroll, which affected every employee, from the present down. 
This cut was put into effect last April. 

Those who were laid off today received two weeks advance pay. 

The American Writing Paper Company is now putting into effect 
plans and policies which officials of the company have been work- 
ing upon for three years. The business depression of the past 
six months, especially in the paper business, came opportunely and 
was vigorously made use of to bring about the desired result. The 
company thus finds itself able to put into effect efficiencies and 
economies for which it has long been striving. 

The paper business during the past six months has been un- 
-precedently low and the company has been operating at a continual 
loss. Its mills operated in June and July at nearly 50 per cent of 
‘normal output. 


A Service to Producers and Users of Wood Waste 

The Wood Waste Exchange of the United States Forest Service 
“has been transferred from Washington to the Forest Products 
‘Laboratory, Madison, Wis., where its future activities will be 
«centered. The exchange has in the past contributed much towards 
more complete utilization of wood, by supplying a medium 
wthrough which the mills and wood-using factories could locate 





markets for their side lumber and short. lengths, and wood-con- 
suming factories sources of material of this character which would 
meet their requirements. 

Centering the activities of the exchange at the Forest Products 
Laboratory will permit an expansion of this service, in that it 
will be possible to include suggestions as to markets and new 
uses for by-products and low-grade material, based on the latest 
results of technical research carried on by the laboratory. As 
both the Forest Products Laboratory and the Association of Wood 
Using Industries have pointed out, there is a large wastage of 
wood annually because of ignorance on the part of manufacturers 
of one another’s wood requirements. 

Quarterly reports on “Opportunities to Sell Waste,” similar to 
those issued in the past, will be sent to all concerns who wish 
to be listed as having wood by-products and waste in any form 
for sale. These reports will contain the names and addresses of 
manufacturers of various wooden products who could under suit- 
able conditions use raw material from these sources, together with 
information as to kinds, sizes, form, and condition of the stock 
desired. Suggestions as to the proper methods of caring for the 
material until it is ready for market will also be included. 

A similar report on “Opportunities to Buy Wood Waste” will 
be sent to wood-using factories and other consumers who ask to 
be listed for this service. This report will contain information 
relating to manufacturers who have such material and its char- 
acter, quality, and amount available. 

None other than actual producers or consumers of wood stock 
of this character can become patrons of this exchange. All com- 
munications should be addressed to the Director, Forest Products 
Laboratory, Madison, Wis.

WasurnctTon, D. C., August 3, 1921.—The attached tabulation is 
a summary of production, shipments and stocks of paper mills in 
the United States for the month of June, 1921, compiled by the 
Federal Trade Commission. This summary is compared with the 
month of June, 1920, 1919, and 1918, and the average production 
and stocks based upon the production and stocks for the years 
1918, 1919, and 1920. The mills have been classified for convenience 
into twelve groups according to the grades of paper made. Some 
mills making several grades appear in more than one group, which 
causes duplication in the body of the tonnage tables in the num- 
ber of mills. ' 

The variation in the number of mills from one period to another 
is due in part to the fact that some mills do not run continuously 
on the same grade. 

The stocks of paper carried by different mills depend not only 
upon the condition of the market but also upon the kind of paper 
made, trade customs, etc.

News print is the only grade of which the United States is a 
heavy importer. The bulk of this tonnage, the value of which 
amounted to $4,866,318 for May, 1921, is imported from Canada. 
The value of the exports of news print in May, 1921, amounted 
to $234,056, which is about 5 per cent of the news print imported. 

Book paper, news print, wrapping paper, fine paper and paper- 
board were the principal grades exported,. the combined 
amounting to $1,034,469, for May, 1921. 

The value of the total imports of all grades was about 34 per 
cent less than for April, 1921. The value of the total exports for 
May, 1921, was $3,818,596 less than the value of the exports for 
May, 1920, and $3,533,905 less than the value of the imports for 
May, 1921.

Loss of Production 

The idle machine time reported to the commission is shown by 
grades in the tabulation attached.

Debate on Underwood Measure 
Quite a little debate took place in the House on Monday when 
the Underwood resolution calling for the appointment of a com- 
mission to take up the pulpwood situation with Canada was under 








consideration. It looked for a time as though the measure might 
be defeated, and it was only for this reason that Representative 
Rogers of Massachusetts, who was engineering the bill through the 
House, decided to accept an amendment allowing $10,000 for ex- 
penses instead of $50,000 as provided for in the resolution. 

Senator Underwood of Alabama, the Democratic minority leader 
of the upper house, who originally introduced the resolution, is 
away from Washington and may not return for three or four weeks. 

The whole preamble of the resolution was stricken out when it 
passed the House and the resolution as it passed and containing 
the amendments as they were made is as follows: 

“Joint resolution authorizing the appointment of a commission 
to confer with the Dominion Government or the provincial govern- 
ments thereof as to certain restrictive orders in council of the said 
Provinces relative to the exportation of pulpwood and paper there- 
from to the United States.

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New York Market Review

In spite of the fact that price slashing appears to have about 
come to an end there has been no sign as yet that the demand has 
picked up. This will not come until buyers are sure that rock 
bottom has been reached, for they will not begin to buy ahead if 
they think they can get things more cheaply in three or six months, 
but will continue to purchase in the same “from hand to mouth” 
manner that has been the rule now for almost a year. The in- 
clination to cease price cutting has not yet reached any of the 
lines immediately outside of paper itself and some of the grades of 
pulp. Rags, for instance, are as unsteady as ever, and paper mill 
supplies of all kinds are in a very jumpy condition. There are, how- 
ever, pretty definite indications that this period of uncertainty is 
coming to an end and that it will not be many months before things 
are going in good shape once more. The end of the hard road is 
in sight at any rate. 

News print is little changed this week. There has been no further 
decline in price, but things have not shown any signs of getting 
much brisker for the present at least. The demand has been, and 
still is, a little better in this line than in most of the other grades 
of paper but it could be a great deal better even than that. The 
shut down on account of the strike has given the manufacturers a 
chance to clear away a lot of excess stocks which they had been 
unable to get rid of while they were still producing. This has 
given them a chance to find out exactly where they stand and 
most of them feel very optimistic about the future. 

Nothing startling has occurred in book paper “during the week. 
Things may show some improvement when the large publishers 
begin to buy their supplies for the fall and Christmas book trade, 
but many of these are reported to have a good deal of paper on 
hand that they wish to use up and so they will not buy nearly so 
heavily this year as they do ordinarily. 

Bonds, ledgers and writings are still quiet but it is expected that 
they will pick up somewhat before long. Manufacturing stationers 
will be getting ready for the Christmas trade before long and when 
the general improvemient comes in business in the fall, as is ex- 
pected, there will be a generally stimulated demand for all kinds of 
fine papers. 

Tissues are still rather quiet. For a time they were slightly 
better than most of the other articles in the paper market, but this 
stimulation was probably caused, according to one dealer, by the 
buying of wrapping tissues by the clothing trades. Now most of 
the clothing manufacturers are pretty well through with their 
preparations for the fall business and the peak of their busy period 
is past. Thus the demand for wrapping tissue is not so good as it 
was. The fact remains, however, that tissue was one of the first 
products in the paper market to liquidate when the slump in busi- 
mess came and this has put it on a more nearly normal basis than 
many of the other products. 

Kraft and coarse papers are still in poor demand. It is evident 
‘that most of the large retail stores and other big users of kraft 
paper had large supplies of this on hand which are not yet used up 
although they certainly must be nearly so. All the buying there is 
at present is in small lots for immediate use. 

Although the price of board has exhibited considerably more 
steadiness during the past weeks there has been no real sign that 
the demand is picking up any, although dealers report that they 
expect a good business by the middle of the autumn. This market 
is at least steadier, which is some advantage. 


Mechanical Pulp 


Mechanical pulp is somewhat better than it has been for a long 
time and it really appears to be coming out of the slump. Whether 
this is a temporary condition due to the difficulty last week of 





getting spot goods in New York or whether this product is really 
getting back to normal only time will show. It seems more rea- 
sonable to believe that this is a temporary flurry because it is in- 
credible that the raw material should not follow the finished 
product instead of preceding it and there has been no great fresh- 
ening in those papers of which groundwood is the chief component. 
Low water may have something to do with the situation since some 
of the grinding mills have been unable to run on account of long 
continued drought in the North, 


Chemical Pulp 


Chemical pulp still appears to be in a most unsteady condition 
although the slashing of prices is coming to an end. The demand 
is very spotty, but the fact that prices are somewhat steadier is 
taken as a hopeful sign and dealers say that rock bottom is not 
far off. 

After that is reached it®is only a question of a month or so 
before normal buying will begin again. 


Old Rope and Bagging 


Old rope is still quiet and prices are nominal, being ruled largly 
by the individual deal. Bagging, too, is in the doldrums yet and 
has given no real sign of any improvement as yet. 


Rags 


Imported rags are coming in slowly and importers say that they 
expect no trouble in keeping on although prices are so low that 
they are almost nominal in some cases. The man across the water 
has got to have business and is in such a position that he has to 
sell at any cost. 

Domestic rags are not being collected, but excess stocks are being 
exhausted and when collections do start once more things will be 
on a more normal basis. 


Waste Paper 


The demand for waste paper remains spotty. Dealers say that 
some days they will do a good business and others they will have 
not even an inquiry. Prices are really about the same as they were 
last week. 


Twine 


Twine remains quiet and will probably be unchanged as far as 
the paper industry is concerned for some little time.

“Most of the pulp and paper companies of Norway have to 
depend upon purchased timber for their raw material, a develop- 
ment which, according to some of the companies, places them 
at a distinct disadvantage in comparison with similar companies in 
Canada and other pulp and paper producing countries, and renders 
their profitable operation somewhat difficult. 

“Competition between Norwegian wood buyers for the available 
supply of domestic pulpwood is becoming increasingly keen. Most 
of the mills are located in the southeastern part of the country, 
on the Glommen, Drammen and Skien Rivers, which affords access 
through their water connections with the best timber areas of 


southern and central Norway. Contracts for wood supply are 












made to run for six months’ periods, and call for delivery of the 
wood at the river bank, roughly barked and cut to standard lengths. 


Abitibi Gets Big Order 


It is stated here that the Abitibi Power and Paper Company has 
just entered into a contract with the Hearst Organization in New 
York for the supply of news print at the rate of about 120 tons 
a day or 36,000 tons per annum. This contract will help to take 
care of the increased production of the company, which owing 
to the instalment of three new machines now runs it to about 450 
tons per day, and is likely to reach 510 tons in September.

The Price of News Print 


The price of news print for the last three months of this year 
is still a matter of discussion. One paper makes the prediction 
that it is likely that a price of around $80.00 per ton will be fixed, 
which would be $15.00 a ton less than for the current quarter. 
If this prediction goes into effect, it would mean an average price 
throughout the year of $103.75 per ton or five cents per pound 
as against an average of $110 per ton for last year. Three years 
ago the fixed price in Canada was $69 per ton and in the United 
States $75 per ton. It should be remembered that prices quoted 
are in New York funds so that $80 would mean nearly $90 in 
Canadian currency.

Miscellaneous Markets 


Orrice oF THE Parer Trapeze JourNat, 
August 3, 1921. 

The general lassitude which has pervaded the entire business 
world for the past month has by no means abated in the chemical 
market, although the more optimistic say they see signs for a 
rapid recovery of business. As a matter of fact, it does not now 
seem as though there would be a really speedy come-back in chem- 
icals. The return must be gradual and will follow the freshening 
of the paper industry which is expected by the middle of the fall 
season. If this is so chemicals will not really be under way much 
before the first of the year, although some isolated cases of special 
products may show a decided improvement long before that. As 
yet, however, there is really no sign that things are better as far 
as actual sales go, but buyers in general are evincing more in- 
terest and the number of inquiries concerning most of the grades 
is increasing. 

ALUM.—There has been no change in’alum during the week. 
The demand is still rather slow with a supply which has been 
gradually diminishing because production is further below normal 
even than consumption. The price on the lump stock is quoted 
at 3.50 to 3.75 cents a pound, the ground 3.75 to 4.00, and the pow- 
dered 4.00 to 4.25 cents a pound. 

BLEACHING POWDER.—Little change has been noted in 
bleach during the past month or so and the price is still around 
2.00 to 2.70 cents a pound. 

BLANC FIXE—Conditions in blanc fixe have remained fairly 
stationary during the week and it is still in poor demand with the 
price on the pulp around $40 to $50 a ton and on the powdered 
4.25 to 4.50 cents a pound. 

BRIMSTONE.—As far as the paper industry is concerned brim- 
stone is not in particularly brisk demand and the price, which has 
remained remarkably level through this period of business de- 
pression, is still about $16 a long ton. 

CAUSTIC SODA.—Caustic is fairly quiet and no startlingly 
large orders have been disclosed during the week. It now looks 
as though price slashing in this article were over as the price is 
still about 3.25 cents a pound on a basis of 60. 

CHINA CLAY.—China clay is still in the doldrums and seems 
likely to remain so for some little time yet. The price on the 
domestic unwashed grade is about $6 to $7 a ton, on the domestic 
washed $9 or $10 and on the imported it will run from $14 to $20 
a ton depending upon the grade required. 

CASEIN.—Continued slowness marks the casein situation for 
this week. Buying is not rapid and little interest is shown even in 
the most attractive offers. The price is just about the same, being 
nominally 6.50 to 7.50 cents a pound. 

ROSIN.—Rosin, together with other naval stores, is suffering 
from the general depression but not so much as many of the other 
products are doing. Grade E is quoted at $4.98, F at $5 and G 
at $5.05 per 280 pounds. 

SALTCAKE.—Saltcake is not in particularly good demand, 
although the supply is not up to normal this year owing to an un- 
der production of the mills manufacturing muriatic acid of which 
saltcake is a by-product. The price is anywhere from $17 to $25 
a ton. 

SODA ASH.—There has been no change in the situation in 
soda ash during the week and the price is still in the neighborhood 
of 1.65 to 2.00 cents a pound on a 58 per cent basis. 

STARCH.—Starch is quiet with the price nominally about 2.90 
to 3.05 cents. 

SULPHATE OF ALUMINA.—Alumina sulphate is just about 
the same this week as it has been with the price on the commercial 
grade 1.60 to 2.00 cents and on the iron free 2.50 to 3.50 cents. 

TALC.—In spite of a rather poor demand in the paper industry 
the price of talc remains at about $18 a ton.
